S. J. Hedges, one of ourmost en- 
thusastic and capable irrigationists 
states he has done well again this 
year and from eight acres of sun- 
flowers filled a 180’ ton silo full to 
over flowing and that he has 40 acres 
of corn that averages 12 ton to the 
acre. This latter he has proven by 
weighing a number of stookes. His 
wheat too hag done well this year and 
he sees no, difference tm growing 
wheat following a corn or sunflower 
crop, which, of course, he irrigates. 
He also states he does not summer- 
fallow where he can irrigate. Al- 
so that last year he broke new land 
in August and with irrigation found it 
just as good as breaking earlier, and 
has this year again broke new land. 
Briefly he stated: “You can grow any- 
thing in this country with irriga- 
tion.”

The Great taught the world the futility of war, Those nations 
forced to engage in the struggle and who won the war are doomed to struggle 
along under burdens of debt and obligations which it will require several | 
generations to pay And, after all, what did the Great War really achieve | 
for the benefit of mankind? Nothing, unless it be that at long last the! 
human family has learned the futlity of war, and the absurdity of trying to 
maintain peace by ths making of feverish and gigantic preparations for war. 
The creation of the League of Nations, the establishment of an International 
Court of Justice, and the signing of disarmament treaties, all seem to indi 
cate that the lesson has been learned 

But while statesmen, capitalists, and labor are all agreed that war is a) 
curse and that no effort must be left untried which will prevent a recurrence 
of the catavtrophe which overtook the world in 1914, each and all of these 
three main groups in the industrial world seem content that the age-long , 
struggle between capital and labor, employer and employee, shall continue ; 
to be waged with the crude and cbsolete “strike” as the chief weapon. Yet, | 
surely in this presumably enlightened century, and with all the experiences | 
of the past as a guide, the able leaders in the political and industrial life of 
the world must realize, and do realize, the utter futility of “strikes” as a) 
means of obtaining redress of grievances and the accomplishment of perman.- | 
ent reforms 

Take the present outstanding example of the use of the “strike” weapon, 
Last Spring hundreds of thousands of coal miners in the United States went 
on strike in order to enforce thely demands In a controversy with the mine | 
owners and operators. As to the rights and wrongs of the dispute we are 
not, so far as this article is concerned, in any way interested, Needless to | 
say the right is not all on one side and the wrong on the other. But for 
fiv months now betwene half and three-quarters of a million men have been 
living in idleness—in itself, a national calamity because of the injurious ef- 
fects on character and the inevitable development of shiftlessness and other 
bad habits. 

Por five months no wage cheques have been coming in to support these 
men and their families probably a total of more than two million souls, and 
provide them with the comforts and decencies of life. They have had to 
depend on the meagre doles of “strike” pay out of Union funds and which had 
been deducted from their income in previous years, In the final analysis, | 
therefore, these five months have been worse than absolutely lost to these 
hundreds of thousands of people. | 

The mine owners have suffered through deterioration of their properties | 
and machinery, and through loss of profits on operation, but their loss has | 
been small compared with that of their striking employees because the coal 
6till remains in the ground to be mined at some future date and sold, in all| 
probability, at a higher price because of the shortage created by nearly half a 
year of non-production,

thousands of people are living in idleness and suffering from a sense of 
wrong and injustice. 

And what can possibly be wriiten eventually on the other side of the 
ledger to offset these enormous losses? The strike will be settled sooner or 
later, and almost certainly in a compromise of some kind, That compromise 
could just as well have been reached in a conference by arbitration before 
the strike as now after months of suffering and loss. Even should one side 
gain everything for which they are holding out, that gain will not begin to 
compensate for the loss, 

Industrial war waged through “strikes” is Just as senseless, just as futile, | 
hs war waged between nations. Both bring suffering, sorrow and loss in| 
their train, and practically no gain. But capital and labor both remain blind | 
to this fact; each refuses to see any side but their own. And statesmen! 
temain timid and fearful and apparently have not the courage to grapple with 
the thorny problem and provide by law some method which will prevent fur- | 
ther repetitions of this same folly, It must be ended eventually, but appar- 
ently it is going to take some industrial upheavel comparable only to the | 
Great War to bring the peoples of the world to their senses, and cause “the! 
public” to rise in thelr might and say “this thing has got to stop.” |

Cc A STO RIA | Plans Taking Movie of Mars 


Planet Will Be Only 34 Million Miles 
Away In 1924 

Df. David’ ‘Todd, Emeritus Profes- 
sor of Astronomy and Navigation at 
Amherst College, is planning to take 
a moving picture of Mars. Mr. Todd 
is collecting the instruments required 
and will shortly proceed to Fort Char. 
lotte, Nassau, in the Bahamas, where 
his experiments will be conducted. 

In 1924 Mars will be nearer to the 
earth than it has been for 500 years, 
and according to astronomical calcu- 
lations, will be nearer than for the 
next 500 years. Therefore all stu- 
dents of astronomical sclence are an- 
xious to become as well acquainted 
with this vast planet as possible. 

Ordinarily Mars {s fifty-three mil- 
lion miles from the earth, in August, 
1924 she will be comparatively close, 
and only thirty-four million miles dis- 
tant. ‘ 

This attempt to make pictures will 
be carried out with a special camera 
equipped with a rare mirror five feet 
two inches in diameter and slightly 
concave, The pictures are to be tak- 
en, not directly, but from the image 


thrown on the mirror from the base 


of the telescope. The camera cost 
$3,000 and the mirror was made by a 
Pennsylvania clergyman, who, at his 
death, gave it to the American Univer- 
sity in Washington. 

If successful films are made, Dr. 
Todd believes they should be avail- 
able for motion picture houses. 

Professor Todd is conyinced that 
no life exists on Mars. He points out 
that the two main questions to be 
solved are: Whether the planet is) 
habitable and whether it actually 1s 
inhabited. Personaly, he holds that 
it may have harbored plant or animal 
life at one time, hundreds of thous- 
He discounts the 
idea that radio communication could 
be established there, because of lack 
of anyone to receive mesasges and 
further by reason that in its present 
Stages of development, the wireless 
would be inadequate.

British Have Recovered Million 
Pounds Sterling from Laurentic 

Gold to the value of more than a 

million pounds sterling has been sal- 
vaged, in addition to the millions pre- 
viously recovered from the wreck of 
the White Star liner Laurentic by the 
crews and divers of the Admiralty 
Racer, which put into Derry 
Harbor recently. 
It is hoped that another period of 
alvagze work may be got in before 
autumn, when wild weather off Lough 
Swilly, where the Laurentic went, 
down in 1917 in twenty fathoms, will | 
make further efforts impossible. 

When the Laurentic was sunk by a 
German submarine four miles from 
the coast of Donegal, Ireland, she car- | 
ried with her between $10,000,000 and | 
$15,000,000 in gold bars. Each year |} 
since 1918 salvaging operations have 
been carried on and varying amounts | 
have been recovered, $2,500,000 hay-

British Still Own Sunken Lusitania 


English Firm Outfitting a Vessel to 
Seek the Lusitania’s Gold Hoards 
The United States Government will 

not demand permission for an Amert- 
can salvage vessel either to attempt 
to raise the Lusitania or to obtain the 
bullion on board, the American Em- 
bassy announced in London, 

Although the Lusitania was sunk 
ten miles off shore, or outside the 
three-mile limit, the fact that it was 
British property is regarded as en- 
titling British salvagers to lift it or to 
get the booty, 

Owned by the Cunard Line, the 
Lusitania was subsidized by the Brit- 
ish Government and insured under the 
War Risk Bureau, which was a Govy- 
ernment concern, 

An English firm is outfitting a ves- 
sel to seek the Lusitania’s gold 
hoards, and it was announced in Phil- 
adelphia that an American ship is 
about to try the same thing. The 
English company asked the Admiralty 
to protect its rights in salvaging the 
ship, and it is reported in London 
that the American «firm asked the 
State Department to safeguard its in- 
terests in seeking the sunlten Lusi- 
tania on the ground ,that it is more 


| than three miles off shore and there- 


fore public property. 

The Washington decision that the 
Lusitania still belongs to the British 
is expected to settle the knotty prob- 
lem, which might have raised the 
spectacle of a naval battle between 
the salvage crews, both of whom were 
determined to seize the bullion.

Claimed to be as Hard and Durable as 
Steel 

A glass which, it is claimed, is ab- 
solutely unbreakable has been produc- 
ed in one of the oldest glass factories 
in Bobemia alter many years of ex- 
periments.

It is 
claimed that hammers made from the 
material can be used for ordinary pur- 
poses, It is difficult to cut, even with 
a diamond, while the ordinary carbor- 
undum stones are useless for the pur- 
pose, 

The original founder of the factory 
whence this invention emanates was 
an ordinary glass worker who rose to 
fame by his production of chemical 
glass, It is important to note, how- 
ever, that this invention can only be 
placed upon a commercial basis when 
a special kind of sand has been and 
is available in large quantities. At 
the present time this sand is said to 
exist only in the neighborhood of 
Dresden, in comparatively small quan: 
lilies,

FROSTS FREE PERIODS IN ALBERTA 


At this season of the year, when the first frosts are 
putting the autumn tints on the trees, it might be inter- 
esting to know something about the frost free periods in 
Alberta. The following figures are taken from the sta- 
tistics prepared by the Publicity Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, compiled from the meterological 
records covering a number of years. 

Commencing at Medicine Hat in the south, we find 
that over a period of 87 years, Medicine Hat has had an 
average of 119 days frost free, with 146 days in 1914 as 
the longest period and 98 Jays in 1937 as the shortest. 

At Calgary, over a 38 year period, the average has 
been 81 days frost free, with -29 days in 1913 as the long- 
est period, and 88 days in 1912 as the shortest. 

At Edmonton, over a period of 39 years, the average 
has been 90 days, with 118 days in 1906 as the longest 
period, and 52 days in 1918 as the shortest. 

At Ranfurly, over 16 years, the average has been 83 
days, with 118 days in 1919 as the longest period, and 38 
days in 1917 as the shortest. 

At Peace River, over 17 years, the average has been 
77 days, with 120 days in 1919 as the longest period, and 
14 days in 1914 as the shortest. 

At Fort Vermillion, under the Artic circle, over a 17 
year period, the average has’ has been 55 days, with 91 
days in 1906 as the longest, and 15 days in 1917 as the 
shortest period. 


From a strictly financial viewpoint the offer of the 
Minister of Finance to issue new 51% per cent bonds run- 
ning for either five or ten years, as desired, in exchange 
for bonds of the 1922 issue, is most attractive. Comment- 
ing on the advantages of the conversion, the Financial 
Times says :— 

“The holder sof these bonds have until September 

30 to decide their course of action. From the show- 

ing already made, it appears as though a very sub- 

stantial proportion of the holders will be willing to 
accept the new issue rather than the cash.This might 
be naturally expected, in view of the scarcity of high 
grade bonds now offering in the market. At the 
same time there appears to be a very substantial sup- 
ply of money seeking investment, so that the convers- 
ion plan is obviously one not to be overlooked, as a re- 
turn of 5% per cent on such gilt-edge security will 
soon be a thing of the past.”

A compliment worth noting comes from that sterl- 
ing stock journal, “The Breeder’s Gazette” of Chicago, In 
discussing the British embargo, editorially, that journal 
said: 

“Bngland’s pledge that the embargo would be 
removed probably was made when she required 

to make new pledges to some of her dominions. 

The pledge has now been redeemed. That fact 

has the solid merit of English honesty, whatever 

one may think of it in relation to the English 

tock breeding industry.” 

The expression, “The solid merit of English hon- 
esty”, has the right ring to it. 


The Board of Railway Commissioners for Canada 
met in Edmonton and among other matters up for hear- 
ing was the application of the Alberta Dairymen’s Asso- 
ciation for a lower express rate on three gallon cream 
cans, At present the minimum charge is on a five gallon 
can. This arrangement penalizes fhe small producers. 
There are 35,000 cream shippers in the province, the ma- 
jority of them shippers of small lots, The commission- 
ers gave the dairymen and express companies one month 
in which to reach a satisfactory arrangement. Failing 
to dothis the commission will draw up a tariff. 


_Returns received to date by the Department of Fin- 
ance iv:dicate a very general acceptance of the proposals 
for the conversion of 1922 Victory Bonds into new bonds 
bearing 51/4 per cent interest and running for a further 
period of five or ten years as desired. Many holders 
would like to take up considerably more of the new bonds 
than they have of the maturing issue, but this is not per- 
mitted as cash subscriptions are not being invited at this 
time. It is open, of course, for such persons to add to 
their holdings of 1922 bonds by purchasing them in the 
market or from holders who require the cash and then 


to surrender them for new bonds. It is known that this 
is being done, 


Southern Alberta’s grain crop in 1921 was somewhat 
over 10,000,000 bushels, according to figures just publish- 
ed. For the year ending September Ist, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway shipments of the Lethbridge division 
amounted to 8,503,300 bushels of wheat and 1,387,000 bu. 
of other grains, The grains milled and disposed of locally 
amounted to 318,000 bushels, It is anticipated that the 
figures for 1922 will reach four times the above figures 
for the same area.

Man ‘s gel- 
don satisticd with those ti+1ys that are within his 
yrasp but is reaching always for the unattainuble 
Too often, he loses that whch he might easily gain 
by blindly pursuing that which is always just out 
of his reach, 

Why “Con” Man Thrives. 

Coupled, in a way, with his faith in the un- 
known is the tendency on the part of so many pco- 
ple to place confidence in a stranger in preference 
to one who is known and has been tried and proven. 
It is this tendency which makes possible the oper- 
ations of the “con” man, the get-rich-puick artis,t; 
the promoter and the salesman “4 
worthless mining stocks. The man who would not 
think of trusting Bill Jones, his next-door neighbor 
and fellow church member, will

over his life’: savings to a stranger who unfolds a 
tale of riches to be won. Bill Jones might talk his 
head off in behalf of a legitimate propositian with- 
out getting a dollar, where the slick stranger with 
the worthless proposition can get thousands.

It is these two tendencies which, apparently, 
are so widely revalent among all classes of people 
that have made possible the success of the great 
mail order houses in the big cities. A knowledge 
of psychology is as important to the mail order 
man as a knowledge of business practices. He 
plays upon these tendencies of man to take a 
chance, to trust in the unknown rather than the 


known, to place confidence in the stranger than 
the friend.. 


Hope to Draw Prize. 


Those who buy merchandise from a mail order 
house are moved partly, whether they realize it or 
not, by that trait in their nature which prompts 
them to trust in the unknown rather than in that 
with which they are familiar. They are hoping, it 
may be unconsciously, that they will draw a prize 
They do not know what they will get, for it is im- 
possible for one to know what he is going to get 
when he orders merchandise from a picture and a 
highly colored description in a catalogue. He is 
taking a chance on the unknown. 

Buying merchandise from a local merchant, on 
the other hand, contains none of these elements of 
chance that eneter into the dealings with the mail 
order house. When one buys a stove from the 
hardware store in his howe tnwn, he may get none 
of the thrills that come from taking a chance, but a 
stove that will last longer and keep him warmer 
then he might get from the mail order house and 
to the average individual these things are likely to 
be more important than the thrills.

Raffles At Bazaars 


Law Regarding Raffles Held for 
Religious and Charitable Objects 
General Victor Williams, Commis- 
| Sloner, Ontarlo Police, has issued the 
| following interpretation of the law of 
; Canada regarding raffles at bazaars, 
for religious or charitable objects, and 
‘instructions to the police authorities, 
As there is widespread misunder- 
standing regarding these matters it is 
well to note carefully what the law is. 
General Williams say 


“In view of requests that come from 
} time to time to this department, from 
charitable organizations for permis- 
sion to hold raffles, it seems necessary 
to again call the attention of police 
officers and of the municipal authori 
ties and the public generally, to the 
provisions of the law. 


236 of 


“Section the Criminal Code 
prohibits lotteries, with an exception 
in favor of raffles (which are a form | 
of lottery) for religious or charitable 
purposes, The exception is in the 
‘ following terms:— 

“Raffles for prizes of small value at 
any bazaar held for any charitable or 
| religious object, if permission to hold 
\the same has been obtained from the! 
city or other municipal council, or} 
| from the Mayor, Reeve-or other chief 
| oficer of the city, town or other muni-| 
| cipality wherein such bazaar is held, 
and the articles raffled for thereat 
have first been offered for sale and} 
| none of them are of a value exceed- 
{ing fifty dollars.” 


| “It will be observed that the per- 
mission referred to in the sub-section 
is not that of the Attorney General or} 
the police authorities. It is the per-} 
mission of the municipal authorities, | 
|the theory apparently being that it| 
there is a strong local sentiment | 
against that sort of thing the permis- 
sion will not be granted. At all} 
events, the responsibility is on the 
Mayor or Reeve or Municipal Council. 
| These authorities have an absolute} 
| discretion. They can grant permis- 
sion or they can refuse it, 

“It will be further observed that the 
| permission is confined to bazaars, and 
to bazaars that are being held for a| 
“charitable or religious object.” It 
permisison should be granted by a 
municipality or municipal authority | 
for an object that is not within the} 
description of these words the permis- 
sion would be ineffective, and the 
general prohibition would apply. 

“Then if permission has been prop-} 
erly obtained, pursuant to the provi-} 
sions of the statute, it will be obsery- 
ed that there are two other condi- 
tions: — 

The first condition is that the-arti 
cles before being raffled must first 
have been offered for sale. In the 
opinion of the law officers of the at- 
torney General's Department, the in-, 
tention of Parliament whatever the} 
technical interpretation may be, was} 
| that the raffling should not take place, 
juntil the articles to be raMed have! 
; been offered for sale at the bazaar, 
and also until it becomes reasonably | 
, clear that the articles will not be sold | 
}in the ordinary course—that is to say, 
the raffle should come at or toward! 
the end of the event. ‘l'o begin sell- 
| ing tickets for the raffle as soon as, or, 
shortly after, the bazaar opens, would, 
|in the opinion of the law officers, be! 
| contrary to the spirit, if not to the let-| 
ter of the law, | 
| “It is to be presumed that persons 
who conduct bazaars for charitable or 
religious purpos will want to obey! 
both the spirit and letter of the law, 
land if their attention is called to the 
matter they will no doubt conform to 
the suggestion of an officer that no) 
| rafMling should take place, even where | 
permission has been given by the 
municipal authorities, until it is rea- 
sonably clear that the articles will 
not be sold at the bazaar in the ord: | 
inary course. 

“Tam informed that it is not an 
{unusual practice to sell tickets for ar- 
ticles to be raffled at bazaars days or} 
even weeks in advance of the event, | 
This is obviously entirely improper, | 
and where anything of that kind is at- 
tempted the parties ought to be warn-| 
ed, and if they persist prosecutions | 
should follow. 

“The second condition is that no} 
articles must be of a value greater} 
than $50.00," 

In view of the want of understand: | 
ing of the law on the subject, and the} 
obvious need of keeping the exception 
to the wholesome provision of the| 
law against lotteries within proper 
limits, it is desired that police officers | 
will take especial precautions to see 


| 


{that the law as above defined is ob- 
| served, 
“Upon learning of an_ intended! 


bazaar, with an accompanying raffle, 
{the officer’8s duty will be to ascertain | 
whether permission has been granted 
by the local authorities. If so, he 
will then inquire whether the object! 
{is charitable or religious. If in doubt! 
on either of these points, he will con 
fer with the County Crown Attorney. 
If satisfied on both these points the 
officer ought then to see the managers 
of the affair and explain the law to 
| them, It is unseemly that persons: 
| desiring to raise money for religious} 
or charitable purposes could be haled| 


to court for breaches of the law, and, 
the officer will probably find in almost 
every case a desire to comply witht 
the law. In the event, however, of 
the law being disregarded the officer's 
‘duty will be to watch the proceedings 
at the bazaar carefully, take note of 
the facts, and then confer with the 
County Crown Attorney as to what 
proceedings ought to be taken. 

| While this letter 1s an instruction 
to the officers of the Ontario Proyin-

Germany Would Make 
France Pay For Her 


Acts As Though France Should 
Assume War Burden 
Dr. George Michaelis, Chancellor 


of the German empire in the beautiful 
days when the Fatherland’s armies 
were chopping down enemy orchard 
trees, flooding mines and otherwise 
heartily enjoying themselves, takes 
advantage of his visit here to illum: 
ine darkened American minds. 
Should Germany default and France 


seize the Ruhr region as a pledge, 
then he foresees another war, The 
young men of Germany, he says, 
would not endure the outrage. Bis- 
marek, it is true, occupied French 
provinces until France paid to the 


last frane, but only those whose in- 
tellects never have been enfightened 
by Kultur will contend for equality of 


right between Germany and _ her 
neighbors. 
The worthy doctor re-parades an 


old friend, namely, the claim that Ger- 
many cannat pay. The installment 
due is $50,000,000, yet Germany, 
though her national wealth is 3,000 
times this sum, cannot find {t any- 
where about her. As the German 
Government bank alone has in gold 
vastly more than the amount falling 
due the ex-Chancellor, of course, cen- 
not intend his statement to be taken 
literally or seriously. What he means 
to is Germany won't pay—will 
fight first. 

Instead of paltering with side-issue 
insincerities why does not some au- 
thoritative German voice openly de- 
clare for a reparation settlement such 
as would genuinely satisfy Germany? 
What it would include can be most 
easily surmised. In brief, it would 
place on France the business of liquid- 
ating Germany's expenditures and all 
war losses. Many German bonds 
were floated, and their owners cannot 
become calm and labor quietly until 
assured of payment. Why not de- 
mand that France assume the burden? 

Except for an accident at the 
Marne, France would have been com- 
pelled to pay to the last centime or 
else suffer Paris to be perpetually oc-

cupied. Why not act as if there had 
been no accident at the Marne and 
proceed according to the original 
Berlin plan? Because Von Kluck

The German argument now is that 
France should alone meet the cost of

BRIEFLY TOLD 


It has been definitely announced by 
Premier Haschereau that a radium in- 
stitute for the cure of cancer will be 
established in Quebec before long. 

While working at breaking up the 
obsolete battleship St. Vincent, at 
Dover, David Wilson, of Birkenhead, 
was killed by ten tons of armour plat- 
ing falling on him,

The London Daily Chronicle aw 
nounces that its net circulation now 
exceeds 1,000,000 copies a day.
